CULTURAL TREATME? AND 
SOIL MOISTURE CONSERV A 


TION 

Throughout the three Prairie 
Provinces the problem of soil mois- 
ture has assumed such prominence 
that particular interest lies in cul 
tural methods designed to conser 
moisture in the soil. 

It must of course be recognized 
that soil moisture conservation has 
its limitations.

ceived as an average year’s precipi 
tation, assuming this could all be 
used. Under the best possible con- 
ditions only a portion of the year’ 
precpitation can be taken up by the 
soil. The presence of a considerable 
quantity of snow cannot alw 
considered as a source of available 
moisture. If the soil be fozen none 
of the water from melting snow can 
be absorbed. It is true of course 
that gardens surrounded by wind- 
breaks secure supplies of moisture 
from the winter’s snowfall, but this 
is undoubtedly due to the fact that 
the soil thaws out before the snow 
in the windbreaks and thus receives 
water by irrigation. During heavy 
| downpours of rain, a large amount 
of water never enters the soil but is 
lost by run-off. In one case, where 
lobservations were made, as much as 
80 per cent of the rainfall was lost 
in this manner. Another source of 
loss is by evaporation. A series of 
;small showers at intervals are of 
‘pructicully no value, beyond afford- 
ing plants temporary relief, as the 
moisture scarcely penetrates the 
su e und quickly evaporates 
ain. Very little can be done to 
avoid these losses but the growth of 
weeds causes by far the greatest loss 
of moisture from the soil and is one 
which in a large 
controlled, 
In the grain growing areas of the 
Prairie Provinces, cultural treat- 
vent for moisture conservation can 
{be grouped into two ¢ 
which is summer-fallowed and that 
hich produced grain the previous 
year, or stubble land. The cultiva- 
tion required for land to be summer- 
fallowed will nec rily depend up- 
the type of soil, weather condi- 
tions and kinds of weeds present. In 
me cases ploughing is necessary 
vhile in others equally good results 
are secured by the use of a duck 
foot cultivator only. The time of 
ploughing is not important provid- 
ed the land previous to ploughing 
has been kept free of weeds, The 
ploughing under of a crop of weeds 
or weeds and volunteer grain in 
July produces a summer-fallow 
Which has been robbed of a consider- 
ible amount of its soil moisture by 
the growth of vegetation. Where 
mmparisons are possible this loss is 
evident in a very striking manner 
particularly if the next season be 
me of deficient rainfall. At Swift 
Current this summer, wheat seeded 
mn land infested with weeds until the

The ex- 
perience of the last two seasons in- 
dicates that, where spring ploughing 
s practised, it is essential to seed 
as soon after cultivation as possible 
so that sufficient moisture remains 
in the surface soil to ensure germ-
